New light thrown on precinct re-districting plans 
by County Clerk Eulalia Hotz may justify a review of the 
current proposal to be presented to the county board 
of superivsors for action at its June meeting. Miss Hotz 
strongly urges re-districting now, and points out that 
voter registration cards are to be made out in August 
for the next four-year period. ’ 

' A bird In the hand is worth two in the bush, ond 
there is some cause for urging broader chonges in 
Granite City township precincts than those that have 
been proposed. Full-scale re-districting next year may 
hove considerable merit, but there is alwoys the pos¬ 
sibility that current public feeling may fade by then 
ond nothing more will be done.

Auto deolhs averaging about 100 doily seem in¬ 
evitable in this notion, but the actions and skills of In¬ 
dividual drivers directly affect their safety In a high 
percentage of the cases. Some entirely innocent persons 
are killed, but the odds greatly favor those who exert 
reasonable caution and take the trouble to become com¬ 
petent drivers through proctlee, adherence to sofety 
rules and concentration on the roadway and vehicles. 
Perhaps the most effective appeal for o sofa sum¬ 
mer on Quad-City streets ond highways would be one 
that convinces motorists that the lives of themselves 
and their families ^ to a large extent — are in their 
own hands. If they could be constantly reminded of 
the potential trogedy that lurks only a split-second 
away, virtually oil of them would exert extra alert¬ 
ness-and care while behind the steering wheel. 

A slow-motion reconstruction of what happens 
when o car froveling at 55 miles on hour crashes into 
a solid, immovable object hos been prepared by the 
Modigon Army Hospital, Tacoma, Wash.; in a program 
urging reduction in highway eosuollies.
